To the Inhabitants of the Town of Windham, in the 
County of Rockingham, in said State. qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet a: the lower Town 
Hall, in said Windham on Tuesday, the 12th. day of 
March next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose one Selectman, one Trustee of Trust 
Funds, one member of Cemetery Committee to serve 
for a term of three years, and one member of Cemetery 
to serve for two years, and all necessary Town Offic- 
ers, for the ensuing year. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray Town Charges for the ensuing year 
ana make appropriation for same. 

3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to hire money in anticipation 
of Taxes. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the repair of Highways and Bridges for the 
year ensuing and make appropriation for the same. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to build the Bridge 
on the Mammouth Road between the Towns of Wind- 
ham and Pelham, provided if the Town of Pelham 
votes to do the same, and if voted in the affirmative to 
raise and appropriate money for the same. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount 
for the early payment of Taxes, or take any action re- 
lating thereto. 

7. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 
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8. To see if the Town will accept State Aid for 
construction of the class 11 road known as “Indian 
Rock Road’’, and raise and appropriate or set aside 
for said purpoze the sum of sixteen hundred and nine 
($1609) dollars: or will accept State Aid for con- 
struction of class V roads and raise and appropriate or 
set aside for said purpose the sum of three hundred- 
twenty-seven dollars and ninety-three cents, ($327.93) 

9. To see how much money the Town will vote and 
appropriate in addition to the amount received from 
the State for State Aid, to finish ‘Indian Rock Road’’. 


10. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell and convey by quitclaim deed all the inter- 
est of the Town in and to the real estate of Martha A. 
Clarke, otherwise known as Martha A. Clark, also 
known as Mattie A. Clarke and as Mattie A. Clark, for 
such sum or sums as may in the judgment of the 
Selectmen be for the best interest of the Town. 

In the event that the above Article is passed in the 
affirmative, it should carry with it and be a part of 
the vote that the Selectmen be and hereby are author- 
ized to sign the deed in the name of the Town. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
London Bridge Road so called, from the “Haverhill 
Road’’ to the former residence of Joseph Boulanger, 
and the road from the London Bridge Road _ to the 
former residence of Mason Sargent. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
cross road from William F. Handschumacher’s, west- 
erly to a point about one hundred (100) feet east of the 
Governor Dinsmoor Tablet, if voted in the affirmative, 
Mr. Frank Andrews agrees to deed to the Town the 
Tablet and a plot of land surrounding the same. 

13. By Request: To see if the Town will vote to in- 
struct the Selectmen to purchase twelve window 
shades for the upper and lower halls. 
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14. By request of John J Evans and others: To 
see if the Town will vote to buy the water rights to 
Cobbetts Pond, if voted in the affirmative, to raise and 
appropriate money for the same. 


15. By request: To see if the Town will appoint a 
Zoning Commission to consist of five members, to 
recommend boundaries for Zoning districts in said 
Town and to recommend appropriate regulations 
therefor, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
42, of the Public Laws. 


16. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum 
of twenty-five ($25.00) dollars for the expense of the 
zoning commission if the Town votes to appoint such 
commission under the preceeding article. 


17. By request: To see if the Town will vote to 
raise the salaries of the Selectmen One hundred 
($100.00) dollars apiece, the Tax Collector one hundred 
($100.00) dollars, the Town Clerk and Town Treasur- 
er, fifty ($50.00) dollars apiece, if voted in the affirm- 
ative to raise and appropriate money for the same. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Budget Act. 


19. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to administer or dispose of any real estate ac- 
quired by the Town through Tax Collector’s deeds. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of one thousand five hundred dollars 
($1500.00), for the year 1935, and a like sum for the 
year 1936, for the construction of the extension of the 
so called Windham Range Road in Windham leading 
from Cobbetts Pond road toward Pelham, provided 
the State shall appropriate the sum of three thousand 
five hundred dollars ($8500.00) for the same purpose, 
it being understood that if the said appropriation is 
made by the State and the Town accepts said special 
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aid, that the Town shall not be entitled to State Aid 
for Class 11, roads. 

21. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for relief of needy persons. 

22. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum 
of one hundred dollars, ($100.00) for the Eradication 
of the White Pine Blister. 

28. To hear the reports of Auditors, Agents and 
other Committees heretofore chosen and pass any vote 
relating thereto.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT. 
Windham, N. H., Jan. 31, 1935, 
Report of Forest Fire Warden: 


In submitting my second annual report as part of 
the permanent records, ! wish to thank all citizens and 
visitors for their support in the prevention and sup- 
pression of forest fires, altho the year 1934 proved to 
be much in excess of the previous year. 

Once again let me stress the fact that no person shall 
kindle or cause to be kindled any fire in or near wood- 
lands, pasture, brush, sprout, waste or cut-over land, 
or where the fire may be communicated to such land, 
except when the ground is covered with snow, without 
first obtaining written permission from the forest fire 
warden. 

Camp Fires: When permission has been obtained 
from the land owner, camp or cooking fires may be 
kindled without permission of the forest fire warden, 
at suitable times and in suitable places, when they will 
not endanger woodlands. Build no fires on dry, windy 
days or when the woods are closed by proclamation. 

Every person starting a fire which gets out of con- 
trol is liable for the cost of extinguishing it, in addition 
to the penalty of violation and damage resulting.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Windham School Board :— 


A brief report is sufficient this year. The schools are 
in the hands of experienced teachers and are doing 
satisfactory work. Miss Winnifred Low unexpectedly 
sent her resignation to the Board in November and Mrs. 
Maria Webber, a trained teacher of long experience was 
elected to fill the vacancy: We were sorry to lose Miss 
Low but, since it was her wish, the resignation was 
accepted. 


The financial report shows an increase of total ex- 
penditures for the current year ending June 30, 1935, 
this was caused by an increase in the items of repairs 
on the tower of the Searles School and an interior paint 
ing of the No. 6 school. This over-run is not excessive 
but it does cut down the anticipated cash balance which 
goes over into next years budget. In spite of this, how- 
ever, a tax levy of $6611.30 will be sufficient to balance 
the budget for the year beginning July 1, 1935 and end- 
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ing June 30, 1936. 

In addition to the above there should be a special 
appropriation under Article 9 in the warrant for this 
coming School Meeting if the Board is authorized 
under that article to paint the exterior of the Searles 
School.
